AGAWAM - Concerns ex- 
pressed by the Agawam City 
Council were sent over to South- 
wick in advance of the July 20 
public hearing of the Planning 
Board regarding potential nega- 
tive impacts of the proposed Car- 
vana project. 

But prior to the meeting, Car- 
vana announced it was withdraw- 
ing due to major opposition from 
the residents of Southwick, and 
the project will not be moving 
forward. 

The project drew quite a bit of 
controversy, which spilled over 
to Agawam. Southwick residents 
in opposition of the project tried 
to mobilize more opposition by 
appealing to surrounding com- 
munities like Westfield and Aga- 
wam. Concerns over the amount 
of traffic due to the projected car 
carriers and number of people go- 
ing to the facility for employment 
were raised. 

It was the potential traffic is- 
sues in Feeding Hills Center that 
raised some eyebrows from Aga- 
wam residents and later Agawam 
officials. 

Mayor William Sapelli said 
he and his department heads 
were monitoring the project and 
would have addressed concerns 
when appropriate. City Council- 
ors Anthony Suffriti and Rose- 
mary Sandlin would bring for- 
ward a resolution to their group 
stating the council was opposed 
to the project. 

On the council floor, the res- 
olution was amended to propose 
airing their concerns about traffic 
issues that would be generated by 
the facility versus a full-on oppo- 
sition. The resolution was sup- 
posed to be read into the record 
at the public hearing on July 20, 
but the meeting instead opened 
with Carvana making the choice 
to withdraw their application 
without prejudice. 

At the meeting, a Carvana 
spokesperson said that while a 
withdrawal without prejudice 
means they could theoretically 
re-apply, they will be moving on 
from the Southwick location due 
to the overwhelming opposition 
from the residents.

AGAWAM - The Agawam 
Public Library is open for pa- 
trons and has been _ hosting 
summer reading events like 
most libraries in the state. With 
the theme of “Tails and Tales” 
the library has created multiple 
activities for children. 

Activities including a library 
mascot Wendell the whale who 
can be found in different areas 
of town throughout the weeks 
of summer, readers could and 
still can look for the picture of 
Wendell somewhere in town 
and submit their answers to the 
library for prizes. 

This activity is held through 
the summer reading program so 
it will end Friday, Aug. 6, when 
summer reading ends. Some in 
person activities in the library 
consist of counting paper drag- 
ons hidden throughout the chil- 
dren’s room and guessing the 
animal to different tails set up 
on book shelves. 

Summer reading is still open 
for people to sign up and has 
readers register and log their 
reading online through a pro- 
gram called Beanstack, there 
is a link to the program under 
summer reading on the library's 
website. 

For summer reading this 
year, once people register for 
the challenge they can go to the 
library to pick out a free book to 
keep. This is a way to encourage 
reading. Aside from summer 
reading activities, the library's 
children’s room is offering other 
activities that are remote and 
parents can pick up supplies. 

Children’s Room staff mem- 
ber Susan Peoples said the sum- 
mer reading will remain online 
for the remainder of the sum- 
mer and the library hasn't made 
a decision regarding activities 
this upcoming fall. 

Library Director Nancy 
Siegel said theyd like to hold 
events and activities in the fall 
and they do plan to, but that 
they are waiting until the build- 
ing’s construction has finished. 

There was construction hap- 
pening in the children’s room 
that has since finished, but the 
Activity Room is scheduled for 
construction later so the Chil- 
dren’s Room isn't finished yet. 
Currently the library is offering 
activities like a short story con- 
test that will end Friday, August 
6; and online puppet story times

They're also offering a weekly 
craft; this week’s is a mosaic an- 
imal and guardians can request 
a craft kit by calling the library's 
children’s room, the kit can be 
picked up at the library.

AGAWAM - The town’s election 
season has started with people be- 
ing able to take out nomination 
papers from the Clerk’s office on 
May 10. 

Papers are due back Tuesday, 
Aug. 17, and a few candidates are 
already certified. 

Clerk Vincent Gioscia said the 
office has been on top of the elec- 
tion papers and as soon as they're 
handed in the clerk's office has 
been able to certify the signatures 
and the candidate. While Gioscia 
has a list of those who have pa- 
pers out, returned, and certified; 
he said there is no list online cur- 
rently because it would have to be 
constantly updated. 

Instead he'll be posting a list of 
finalized candidates on the ballot. 
Voters can look for that informa- 
tion later on, but can find voter 
information and the political cal- 
endar under the clerks page on 
the town website at https://www. 
agawam.ma.us 

Gioscia said this is a typical 
election year, there's nothing dif- 
ferent or special this year, although 
the state is currently reviewing 
and deciding on mail in voting 
and information will be added to 
the website when available. As for 
those running there is a list of can- 
didates for Mayor, City Council, 
and School Committee so far. 

While current Mayor William 
Sapelli took out nomination pa- 
pers they have not been returned 
or certified yet, while another 
mayoral candidate Charles Alva- 
nos is certified and ready for the 
ballot. 

Sapelli has served as mayor for 
two terms and was unopposed in 
the last election, Sapelli defeat- 
ed former City Councilor James 
Cichetti to win the job four years 
ago. Alvanos would represent Sa- 
pelli’s first re-election competition 
if Sapelli is officially declared a 
candidate in the next few weeks. 

Of the 13 city council candi- 
dates, only four have not returned 
papers, leaving nine options ready 
for the ballot. City council can- 
didates certified include George 
Bitzas, Cecilia Calabrese, Paul Ca- 
vallo, Thomas Hendrickson, Dino 
Mercadante, Robert Rossi, Antho- 
ny Russo, Rosemary Sandlin, and

Team of veterans gears up for boat races

HOLYOKE - The Veteran’s Dragon Boat 
Team USA is proud to be based in Holyoke 
and the only all-veteran’s team competing 
in the boat races. 

They're also one of the only teams who 
practices all year, although they stop going 
into the water in October they continue to 
train indoors during the winter months. 
The team was impacted by the virus and 
pandemic of last year among everyone else, 
they got used to training outdoors and so- 
cially distant to keep up their routine. 

Now that restrictions have been lifted 
the team of just over 20 people are able to 
practice on their boats in the water until 
they transfer to indoor equipment when 
the water freezes over. The team will be 
competing in a race in Burlington, on Aug. 
7 and again in October in Springfield. The 
team held an event on Saturday, July 17, 
where the team took attendees out on the 
water to show people what they do and 
how they do it. 

The event was to bring attention to the 
team and highlight the group located right 
in the city, Acting Mayor Terence Murphy 
spoke highly of the event and team. He 
said the team is a great source of comrad- 
ery and hed like to see more people either 
join or acknowledge the full veteran team, 
Murphy attended the event and although 
he didn't go on the boat he showed his sup- 
port to the team. 

During the event the team took some 
people out on the boat twice for a short 
10 minute or so ride, showing people what 
they do and encouraging other vets to sign 
up for the team. Members said people don't 
need to have experience with a paddle boat, 
they can teach anyone what to do and ad- 
just as needed. Members said Donna Salo 
and Anna Symington started the all-veter- 
ans team as they had started other teams 
before, the earliest members have been on 
the team for the third coming year while 
some members are one month in. 

New member Jacqueline Owens said 
she recently moved to Hampden and be- 
friended fellow team mate Dan Shaw’s 
wife who is also on the team. Shaw spoke 
about the team and introduced Owens to 
the team afterward, since then Owens has 
been training on Tuesday’s and Thursday’s. 
Owens said the team is fun and there's a 
camaraderie among the members, even if 
they don't know each other personally they 
can relate to what each member has been 
through due to the veteran bond among 
them. She also said many of the members 
received injuries and disabilities due to

strategically place members on the boat to 
keep everyone strong.

They'll 
be a team of 30 or more in no time, and 
they can accommodate as they have both 
a 10-person boat and a 20-person boat. The 
Holyoke team isn't the only team growing;

Fine amnesty to end at the library 


AGAWAM - Now is the time to get your 
overdue items back to the library. Begin- 
ning Aug. 2, 2021, the Agawam Library will 
reintroduce late and lost fees for overdue 
books. The library has been fine-free since 
March 2020, due to the COVID-19 pandem- 
ic. We will be resuming the same fine struc- 
ture: 

Senior Citizens are not charged late 
fees, with the exception of museum pass- 
es. Borrowers may not borrow additional 
items if your total fines are $10 or more. 
The library will send notification by e-mail 
only for items that are two weeks overdue. 
If the items are not returned after 30 days, 
the library will send out bills by e-mail or 
first-class mail for the replacement cost of 
items. 

For lost and damaged items, borrowers 
will be charged for the replacement price 
for lost or seriously damaged items. Items 


are considered lost when they are 30 days 
overdue. The library will send out bills by 
e-mail or first-class mail for the full re- 
placement cost once items are overdue for 
30 days. Borrowers may not borrow addi- 
tional items or use the public access com- 
puters if there is a lost item on your record. 
This includes items from any library in the 
CW/MARS Network.

Remove spent flowers 

Most annuals will continue to bloom abun- 
dantly if they are deadheaded on a regular ba- 
sis. Deadheading is an entertaining term used 
to define the removal of spent flowers. A plant 
produces flowers for one purpose: to survive. 
You see, once a flower has been pollinated it will 
produce seed, seed that will grow future plants. 
Ifa plant has produced enough flowers that have 
gone to seed it will consider its job to be done, 
flower production will cease and it will begin to 
decline. By deadheading, we keep the plant in 
reproductive mode, in other words, in flower. 
When you remove dying blossoms, make sure to 
pinch off the entire flower, not just the petals, or 
it will do no good. Include the stem as well to 
keep the plant tidy. Petunias, marigolds, zinnias 
and salvia, among others, are examples of plants 
that require regular deadheading to look their 


can often be sheared to within inches 
of the ground. Don't worry; they won't look bad 
for long! You can jump start regrowth with a bit 
of liquid fertilizer. 


Feed your plants 

Annuals that are well-fertilized at planting 
time likely look a bit pale by now, especially con- 
sidering how saturated the soil is. If foliage is 
off-color and flower production is nil, pull back 
the bark mulch and sprinkle some organic fertil- 
izer granules at the base of each plant. Cultivate 
gently and water in a little bit. You can also use 
a water soluble liquid fertilizer every couple of 
weeks, but judge for yourself in any more mois- 
ture will hurt or help your plants. 

If going natural is your cup of tea, make some. 
Compost or manure tea has long been used to 
keep growth lush. Steep a burlap bag of either 
compost or aged manure in a large trash buck- 
et filled with water and use as needed. Smaller 


batches can be made right in a watering can. 
Likewise, there are numerous blends of seaweed 
and fish emulsion on the market that can be wa- 
tered in or used as a foliar feed. 


Water, water, water 

As mentioned, Mother Nature has been ultra 
generous this summer, but sometimes raised 
beds and container plants dry out sooner than 
regular garden spaces. I was surprised to actu- 
ally need to water a bed, even after nine inches 
of rain in the three preceding weeks! When you 
need to water the garden, remember to do so 
in the early morning, if possible, to avoid evap- 
oration. Early evening is another good option, 
but try to get the job done with enough time for 
the foliage to dry before darkness sets in. Deep 
waterings twice a week are far better than nu- 
merous quick showers. The former will promote 
deep, penetrating roots and future drought tol- 
erance. 

Well-watered, well-fed and well-groomed an- 
nuals will reward you with beautiful bountiful 
blossoms for another two months, well worth 
the effort indeed!

ear Rusty: I was born in 1956 
D and my wife in 1961. I’ve got 45 years of 

SSA earnings, and I will have income in 
2021. We have four minor children, the young- 
est born in 2012. When is the best time for us 
to apply for benefits? Are we eligible for fam- 
ily benefits? My statement infers that we are. 
Signed:Older Dad 

Dear Older Dad: Born in 1956, your full re- 
tirement age (FRA) for Social Security purpos- 
es is 66 years and 4 months. If you claim your 
Social Security benefit at any time before your 
FRA, it will be permanently reduced. If, for ex- 
ample, you claimed your Social Security bene- 
fits now, the amount would be permanently cut 
by about 14%. Your wife’s FRA is 67 and, simi- 
larly, she will receive a reduced Social Security 
retirement or spousal benefit if taken any time 
before her FRA. 

Your wife isn’t normally eligible for benefits 
until she is 62-years-old, but if she is providing 
full-time childcare to your minor children, she 
is eligible for spouse benefits sooner. Child-in- 
care spouse benefits are available at any age 
for your wife if she is providing care for at least 
one of your minor children under the age of 16. 
You must be collecting your own Social Security 
benefit for your wife to be eligible for this. 

Once you start collecting your Social Securi- 
ty, your minor children will become eligible for 
benefits also. Minor child benefits are available 


to any child under the age of 18, or 
19 if still in high school. All your chil- 
dren who qualify under that defini- 
tion would be eligible for benefits based upon 
your Social Security earnings record. But, be- 
cause of Social Security’s family maximum, the 
amount each child receives would be less than 
half of your FRA benefit amount. 

The family maximum amount is different 
for everyone because it is computed using each 
person’s Primary Insurance Amount, or “PIA? 
which is the amount you are entitled to at your 
FRA. The family maximum normally computes 
to somewhere between 150% and 180% of the 
primary beneficiary's PIA, and that amount is 
shared by all those collecting. So, in your fami- 
ly’s case, your PIA amount is first deducted from 
your family maximum amount and the remain- 
ing 50% to 80% is equally apportioned among 
all those collecting benefits on your record (in- 
cluding your wife if she receives child-in-care 
benefits). If all four of your children are minors, 
and your wife is collecting child-in-care bene- 
fits, those five individuals would each receive an 
equal portion of the remaining family maximum 
amount after your PIA is deducted. 

It’s probable that your family would get the 
entire family maximum amount, for as long as 
your wife and minor children are eligible for 
benefits. But remember that claiming your own 
benefit before your full retirement age results in 
a permanent reduction to the benefit you will 
receive for the rest of your life. So, you should

evaluate which option is financially better con- 
sidering your life expectancy - claiming now 
and getting the full family maximum amount 
in these earlier years or waiting longer (even up 
to age 70) to receive a higher personal benefit 
for the rest of your life. You should also consider 
that if you die first, your wife’s survivor benefit 
will be based upon the amount you are receiving 
at your death, so the age at which you claim also 
affects your wife's benefit as your widow. 

Finally, if you claim before you have reached 
your full retirement age, Social Security's earn- 
ings limit will apply until you reach your FRA. If 
you work and exceed the limit ($18,960 for 2021), 
Social Security may withhold your benefits for 
several months, and your dependents won't re- 
ceive their benefits while yours are withheld. 
Note too that your earnings limit will go up by 
about 2.5 times during the year you attain FRA.

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Legislation filed to improve safety & awareness, 
discourage swimming at undesignated state waterfronts 


Proposal would increase 
fines for swimming outside of 
designated waterfronts 


BOSTON - In an effort to increase 
public safety and awareness at state 
parks and beaches, Gov. Charlie Baker 
will file legislation today to increase fines 
for swimming outside designated water- 
fronts across the Commonwealth. The 
legislation, “An Act Relative to Enhanced 
Enforcement of Swimming Limitations,’ 
would increase the maximum fine to 
$500 for entering or swimming in any wa- 
ters on Department of Conservation and 
Recreation (DCR) property that are not 
designated for swimming. The legislation 
would provide an appropriate penalty for 
swimming in unsafe areas and deter park 
visitors from considering these danger-

“Swimming at undesignated water- 
fronts is dangerous and too often leads to 
tragic consequences, and this legislation 
is part of acomprehensive plan to discour- 
age risky behavior and ensure the safety of 
visitors to our state parks and beaches,’ 
said Governor Charlie Baker. “While we 
encourage all to visit our beautiful coastal 
and inland beaches, we urge the public to 
exercise caution and not swim at any body 
of water that has not been designated for 
swimming by state or local authorities.’ 

“From the Berkshires to Cape Cod, 
Massachusetts is home to many water- 
bodies and coastlines offering great op- 
portunities for outdoor recreation; how- 
ever, we have already seen far too many 
tragic accidental drownings occur already 
this year,’ said Lieutenant Governor Karyn 
Polito.

quickly on these important changes.” 

Under current law, penalties for violat- 
ing DCR’s rules and regulations vary de- 
pending on whether a property was once 
part of the Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion, with fines ranging from $20 to $200. 
The filed legislation establishes a uniform 
maximum fine of $500 for entering or 
swimming in waters other than those des- 
ignated for swimming by DCR. 

At its many designated waterfronts 
throughout the state, DCR offers services 
like clearly marked swimming areas with 
ropes and buoys, lifeguards on-duty, and 
water quality testing. Undesignated wa- 
terfronts do not receive such services, 
and may also have hazardous features like 
murky water, steep slopes, and aquatic 
plant species, creating a potentially dan- 
gerous situation for swimmers. 

DCR has been coordinating with the 
Executive Office of Energy and Environ- 


mental Affairs, the Massachusetts State 
Police and the Massachusetts Environ- 
mental Police to implement new measures 
to enhance public safety and discourage 
swimming at undesignated waterfronts. 
DCR has produced and posted dozens of 
new swimming safety signs at DCR parks 
and beaches. These signs will be in mul- 
tiple languages at select areas such as 
Houghton’s Pond within the Blue Hills 
State Reservation in Canton. DCR has also 
increased outreach for the agency’s Learn 
to Swim program, which offers free swim- 
ming lessons at 12 locations statewide for 
people of all ages. 

Recently, DCR announced that it has 
increased lifeguard pay from $17/hour, 
or $18/hour for head guards, to $20/hour 
and $21/hour. Lifeguards who remain 
committed for the entire season with DCR 
will also receive a $500 bonus at the end of 
the season. 


COVID-19 testing extended to Sept. 


HOLYOKE - Free “Stop the Spread” 
COVID-19 testing at Holyoke Community 
College has been extended through Sep- 
tember, according to the Holyoke Board of 
Health. 

Drive-through testing at HCC is con- 
ducted six days a week in Parking Lot M by 
the Bartley Center for Athletics & Recre- 
ation on the opposite side of campus. 

Wait times for tests are not nearly as 
long as they used to be, according to site 
administrators, with only a handful of vehi- 
cles lined up at the busiest times. 

HCC has been serving as a “Stop the 
Spread” drive-through testing site since 
last Auguest to help reduce the spread of 
COVID-19. 


Drivers are asked to enter the campus 
from Homestead Avenue, turn left onto the 
Campus Road and proceed to parking lot 
H (or to parking lot M after June 1). There 
are signs and parking attendants on site to 
help guide traffic. 

The HCC testing site is open Monday, 
Wednesday, Friday and Saturday from 7 
a.m. to 11 a.m.; and Tuesday and Thursday 
from 2 p.m. to 7 p.m. 

Testing is free to all Massachusetts resi- 
dents and conducted on a first-come, first- 
serve basis.
